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COLONEL GOURAUD’S FAREWELL DINNER 
TO OLD ARMY COMRADES AND FRIENDS. 


CotoneL GouRAUD's farewell dinner at the Hoff- 
mano House prior to bis departure for his English 
home, was an interesting and somewhat remarkavle 

‘event from several points of view. Since Colonel 
Gouraud resigned from the Army he has made his 
residence almost exclusiv in Europe, where his 
basiness interests, as the European partner of 
Edison in his principal inventions, have required 
his presence. e has successively promoted the 
Telephone, the Electric Light and the Telegraph in 
most of the countries of the old world. 

The rooms in the Hoffman House were tastefully 
draped in American, French and Eovglish flags sur- 
mounting large and strikingly good photographs of 
General Sherman, Mr. Gladstone and General La- 
fayette; that of General Sherman having been 
taken on bis seventieth and that of Mr. Glaastone 
on his eightieth. 

The event may be said to have had a triple signifi- 
cance: 

First, as a meeting, and also a parting, with some 
old cemrades whom he had not seen since leaving 
the Service, nearly a quarter of a century ago; 

Second, an acknowledgment of the unusual com- 
pliment paid him by “Post Lafayette of the 
G. A. R.,” into which he bad just been mustered 
uuder “asperial —*1 ” from the Depart- 
ment Commander, Col. Floyd Clarkson, allowing 
what is known to that * Order”’

tnglisn Commoner and ex-Premier, the Rt. Hon. 
William Ewart Gladstone, M. P., addressed the com- 
pany through the medium of the phonograph in a 
manner which at once delighted and astounded all 
present. The great statesman on that occasion was 
speaking not to the American Co-operative Loan 
Associations, as was the casea few days before at 
the unique gathering which took place at the Law 
Library of the Equitable Life Assurance. Society, 
but this time the words that fell from the lips of 
the Right Honorable Gentleman were those which 
were merely pa-sing over the American Continent 
on their way to Lord Carrington, the .lueen’s Gov- 
ernor in Australia, to whom they were addressed, 
and their substance constituted a stirring appeal to 
“colonial federation with the Mother Govern- 
ment.” 

Besides this, the phonograph ciscoursed through- 
out the evening between the gastrononic incidents 
of —— merit, a remarkable series of interesting 
and original records, mostly echoes from old Eag- 
land, beginning with all the cavalry service calls 
from “reveille”’ io “taps,’’ which hud been played 
by the busier of the Coldstream Guards Band. Mon- 
Ologues, duetts, quartettes, whole bands of music 
resounded througnout the rooms to the amusement 
and delight of all present, and in the smal! hours of 
the morning, which was the anniversary of the fall 
of Richmond, the company separated to the phono- 
— toiling of the “Grace Church Chimes,” 
which bad been recorded on New Year's eve when 
they were “ringing the old year out and the new 
year in.” 

Among the invited guests were: Gens. W. T. Sher- 
man, O. O. Howard, Egbert L. Viele, Stewart L. 
Woodford, Horace Porter and John C. Fremont, 
Messrs. Edison, Samuel [nsull, Chas. A. D the 
British Consul General, Mr. Henry Villard, Hon. 
Nicholas Fish, Mr. Jesse Seligman, Mr. James C. 
Parrish, Gen. Fred. Pierson, Mr. 8. V. Moriarty, Col. 
Edw. P. Volium. 

Gen. Egbert L. Viele, commandant of Post La- 
fayette, opened the speeches by congrotulating Post 
Lafayette and the G. A. R. upon the acquisition of 
80 distinguished a comrade. He then read numer- 
ous telegrams from comrades who were unable to 
be present, including one of exceeding interest 
from Maj. Gen. Jobo M. schofield, Commander-in- 
Chief of the U. 8. A. at Washington, of whicha copy 
is given below, communicating from the records of 
the Army Headquarters, aletter from gallant Phil 
Sberidao, which be said any soldier of the Army, 
from the commander-in-chief to a private might be 
proud to possess. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, an old staff comrade of 
Col. Gouraud’s, told the story of how Gouraud, 
when buta —— of 17 at his first’ battle, the 
memorable Balis Biuff, began his career by an act 
of a oluss which nolds the first rank in military 
value, and for which, had he been an English 
soldier, he would have received the “ Victoria 
Cross,”’ the highest award granted by the English 
Government for acts of valor on the field of battle. 
When with a handful of men, about 20 in all, he 
made the first reconnoisance from Edwards Ferry 
towards Leesburg, surprised by a Mississippi regi- 
ment, 1,000 strong, which delivered a volley at a dis- 
tance of not less than 50 yards from the road, 
Gouraud, then a Ist lieutenant, but recently 
promoted from the ranks, stop his horse 
when all survivors were at full gallop in 
retreat and uoder a withering fire succeeded in 
rescuing a wounded comrade whose horse had been 
killed, and aot only succeeded in carrying bim off in 
safety behind him, but while thus encumbered 
charged upon a mounted rebel cavairyman armed 
with carbine, pistol and sabre, and carried him a 
prisoner into the Union lines. For this act Gouraud 
was promoted on the spot to the staff of the Com- 
manding General, Caas. P. Stone, with the rank of 
aide de-camp, and was specially mentioned in the 
general orders now a part of. the history of the 
country. Gen. Woodford (beside whom Col. Gou- 
raud stood when Woodford feli wounded at the bat- 
tle of Honey Hill) then proceeded iv a thrilling 
manner fo describe how at the battle ot Honey Hill, 
when Hartwell and every other mounted officers of 
his brigade were either unhorsed or killed iu an as- 
sault upon the enemy's earthworks, Gouraud, then 
captain, fiading himself alone mounted, with nearly 
three thousand men stampeded by so sudden and 
ierrific a discharge of artillery at less thao one bhun- 
dred yards distance, galloped to the centre of what 
had been “the line,” and - dint of gathering to- 
gether regimental flags an , succeeded in 
rallying the retreatiog troops 1n time to form a line 
just as the enemy's sallied out to a charge

a which they were repulsed successfully, For this 
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act Capt. Gouraud was promoted to the brevet rank 
of major, and bis commission was signed by Abra- 
bam Lincoln, it being one of the last official docu- 
ments signed by the martyred dent. 

Gen. Wager Swayne, in speaking of Gouraud’s 
long residence abroad and the active part he had 
always taken in matters of American ioterest, con 
cluded by saying that their exiled comrade had not 
lost any of his American sympathies or nationality, 
and that he understood that his friend would this 
year send a boy whose school life had been passed 
io Eogiand to enter as a freshman at Yale next fall. 
Gen. Swayne concluded in a deeply touching strain 
of cordiality and sentiment which moved all pres- 
ent, when, standing upon his wooden leg. he laid bis 
band on the shoulder of the host of the eveuing and 
said: ‘I also tois year shall send a boy to Yale and 
young Gouraud's home shall be my house during 
the four years at least that he will be in the coun- 
a where he belongs.”’

WEST POINT DURING THE WAR. 
To the Editor of the Detroit Free Press: 


In the Free Press of Sunday 
ports to be an interview with Col. — Mason, of 
this city, regarding the reasons why Col. H. M. 
Black, of the 23d Infantry, was deprived of active 
participation in the War of the Rebellion, in which 
Col, Mason is reported as making tbe following 
statement: “ At that time, as all true readers of bis- 
tory know, the military academy at West Point was 
practically in the hands of the rebels. The pro- 
fessors were all from the South and possessed of 
strong Southern sympathies, and the cadets were 
being rapidly led eff in the same general direction. 
lt was a crisis which called for prompt action, and 
in selecting Col. Black for the important post of 
commandant at this critical juncture, the War De- 
partment paid him the highest cempliment, not- 
withstanding the fact that he begged to be allowed 
to go to the front.” 

(The writer cites the record to show who were the 
ofticers and professors at the Military Academy from 
1s61 to 1866, and says of them]: 

The professors of the Military Academy from 1861 
to 1866 were loyal, high-minded gentlemen, who ul- 
ways taught to the cadets the most uncompromising 
devotion to the Union, and I know whereof [ speak. 
Their whole lives had been devoted to the Militar 
Academy. They were not Southerners, but ail 
Northern, men deeply attached to the Union, and 
never by word or act taught anything else. Their 
memory will be held in loving veneration through 
out the Army as long as the Military Academ 
exists. Ask Gen. Cooke, the old veteran passing bh 
last years among us, almost the oldest living gradu- 
ate, a native of Virginia, but whose loyalty, tried 
on many a bard fought field, has, from the very in- 
ception of the Rebellion, ever been beyond suspi- 
cion, whether he thinks Mahan, Bartlett and 
Church, cadets with bim, were capable of disloyalty: 
ask Gen. Poe, whose reputation as a scientific engi- 
neer in time of peace is only surpassed by bis brilli- 
ant record asa soldier in the field, four times bre- 
vetted for gallant and distinguished conduct, what 
he thinks of these old professors who taugkt him, 
and they will both give you the universal testimony 
of every graduate that no purer, abler or more loyal 
gentlemen ever graced any publiciastitute of learn- 
ing tnpan the old professors of the Military academy 
from 1861 to 1866, all of whom have long since re- 
tired from their labors, full of years and full of 
honors.

By way of introducing the author of the state- 
ment here answered, we take the following extract 
from the “Personal Memoirs of U.S. Grant,” Vol. 
I., pp. 398, 399 : 

** On the 22d (August, 1862) Colonel Rodney Mason 
surrendered Clarksville, with six companies of his 
regiment. 

Col. Mason was one of the officers who had led 
their regiments off the field at almost the first fire 
of the rebels at Shiloh. He was by nature and edu- 
cation a gentleman, and was terribly mortified by 
bis action when the battle was over. He vame to me 
with tears in his eyes and ged to have another 

trial. I felt great sympatby for bim, and sent him 
with bis regiment to garrison Clarksville and Don- 
elson. He selected Clarksville for his headquar- 
ters, no doubt because he regarded it as the t of 
danger, it being uearer the enemy. But when he 
was summoned to surrender by a band of guerillas, 
bis constitutional weakness overcame him. He in- 
quired the number of men the enemy had, and re- 
ceiving a response indicating a forve greater than 


~ ee what pur- 
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his own, he said if he could be satisfied of that fact 
he would surrender. Arrangements were made for 
him to count the guerillas, and having satisfied him- 
self that the enemy had the greater force, be sur- 
rendered and informed his subordinate at Donel- 
son of the fact, advising him to do thesame. The 
guerillas paroled their prisoners and moved upon 
Donelson, but the officer in command at that point 
marched out to meet them and drove them away.” 





MORE INSPECTION WANTED. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In a receut number you refer to a “ Circular,’’ 
now in process of formation in the War Department, 
which uires all commanding officers to report 
upon the capabilities, etc., of officers of their com- 
mand, with a view to the War Department having 
this data on band when selections for details are to 
be made. In some respects this is a step in the right 
direction, and goes to prove the entire honesty and 
single-mindedness of our Honorable Secretaiy of 
War, who has shown in ail things a laudable desire 
for reform in the Service, wherever it may be needed. 
{ would even go a step farther and suggest that 
some one report upon the capabilities of command- 
** officers, whether they are always just and con- 
scientious in their position and above all courteous 
to those beneath them, or the reverse. It may be 
said that the inspectors make these reports already, 
but, let me ask, what does an inspector really know 
on the subject? Commanding officers are very much 
like other people, and to be fully known and appre- 
ciated must be lived with! In an experience of 
many years | have too often seen officers of rank 
allowing their personal feslings to influence them 
in official relations, and petty feelings of dislike, 
spite or jealousy of subordinates would find only 
too easy an outlet. In carrying out theconditions of 
the “Circular” referred to, a man really com- 
petent and painstaking in the discharge of his 
duties, but who had happened to fall under the ban 
of the great one’s displeasure, might be either 
* damned with faint praise,”’ or ignored altogether. 
It 1s no uncommon.thing to find old officers of many 
years’ experience serving under field officers who 
occupy their superior position through the acci- 
dents of war or fortune, and it is almost invariably 
the case that a look, a suggestion, or opinion ex- 
pressed from the junior, serves as the “red rag to the 
bull” and sets the commanding officer perfectly wild. 
if theopinion bappens ro be different from his own! 
Such a commanding officer generally takes his in- 
timates and confidential advisers from young officers 
who have the guile to make him believe that the 
king can do no wrong and very often he, who is 
most apt on the recital of garrison news and most 
ene in washing bis hands with invisible soap, 

chosen as prime favorite. 

Again, commanding officers of posts are very 
vften from different branches of the service from 
those in their command. There is considerable 
human nature in commanding officers, and they 
can hardly be expected to help along by ardent 
praise those who do not belong to their own corps ; 
the same will apply to lieutenant-colonels and 
majors, who, as a rule, have little interest in the 
regiment they happen to be in; they are only wait- 
ing for the time to come when they van carry out 
their ideas of reform and discipline in their own 
regiment. In my humble opinion, the only proper 
officer to report upon the capabilities of his juniors 
is the colonel of the regiment, who, all petty feel- 
ings laid aside, cannot but take an interest in all of 
his officers, and by patient watchfulness will learn 
their capabilities, peculiarities: and adaptability to 
different details better than any one else. True, he 
may not hke some of them personally, but 
they are in a way his children, and he can, likea 
father, see their faults and also their good qualities ; 
in a word, they belong tohis regiment, and he will 
be an exceptional man who does not give his own 
justice! Let us bave the proposed circular by all 
means, but in the nams of justice let the colonels 
have the say and incidentally let them report npou 
the ability of their field officers!

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Some changes in the calibres of the Austrian ar- 
tillery are announced by the Militar-Zeitu At 
the present time two calibresare in use, 8 and 9 cm., 
the latter, called “heavy,” constituting the sole 
armament of the divisional artillery and of three- 
fifths of the corps artillery, as well as of the five 
divisions of independent batteries and of the 14 new 
batteries, of which one has been attached to each 
regiment of corps artillery. The Austrian artillery 
possess in all 28 light batteries, with 16 horse bat- 
teries of thesame calibre. The T, referring 
to the superiority of the calibres of the D ar- 
tillery brigades, some batteries ot which have guns 
of 10.67 cm., maintains that the Austrian 9 om. — 





with projectiles of three or feur calibres in length, 
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charged with the new explosive, ecrasite, and pro- 
vided with proper fuses, will give better results than 
any other artillery. 





The French Committees of Artillery and Cavalry 
have just decided upon adopting a small-bore re- 
pasting carbine for all mounted troops, the car- 

ridge to be used being the same as that supplied to 
the infantry. The fabrieation of these carbines, 
which will have a movable loader containing three 
cartridges, and which will be sighted to 1,000 metres, 
will be commenced at St. Etienne on May 1. 


Aceording to the Stratiotikos Cosmos, there are in 
the Grecian Army 1,837 officers. 4,831 non-commis- 
sioned officers, 18,124 soldiers, 1,038 musicians and 
buglers. and 304 other officials and functionaries— 


in all, 26,134 men. 





Tbe owners of a chemical factory at Bonn have 
produced a new smokeless powder, which has been 
pamed kolkite, after its inventor, Herr Kolk.

The official report of the second test of the Thur- 
low steel-cast breeehloading gun iust received at 
the Navy Department shows that the expansions re- 
pcrted at the original trial were doubied in amount, 
and three serious flaws were developed in the bore.

MENIAL SERVICE IN THE ARMY. 


TuE Baltimore American, in view of recent events, 
thinks it time that some clear and strict definition 
of the term “ menial service”? should be given for 
the benefit of both officers and soldiers. Lieut. 
Steele, says our contemporary, aside from this un- 
fortunate episode, appears to have been an excep- 
tionally good officer, deserving well of the country, 
and but for these erratic ideas which he shared with 
his brother officers, and which they iuberited from 
their predecessors, would not now be under suspen- 
sion and reprimand. The judgment of the court 
will do good, but it will be vastly wore beneficial if 
accompanied by aclear and comprehensive defini- 
tion of menial service, excluding any kind of work 
that may be fairly construed as personal service. 

Lieut. Steele is certainly a most excellent officer, in 
spite of his present difficulty, and this difficulty does 
not result from ideas erratic or otherwise on the sub- 
ject of “menial labor,”’ but from a temporary los’ 
of self-control, such as neither he nor any other offi~ 
cer will justify, and from his error of judgment in 
not asking to be relieved from duty as judge advo~ 
cate in trying a man against whom he bad preferred 
charges. To define the term “* menial labor’’ would 
require a Congress of lexicographers, for all labor 
with the hands is menial. As it seems to us, how- 
ever, it requires nothing but common sense to en- 
able an officer to determine what are the limita- 
tions of his right to control the labor of enlisted 
men under existing laws and regulations. Still we 
observe that what we said on this subject in the 
JOURNAL of March 29,in answer to a correspondent» 
does uot meet with universal acceptance. A corres! 


pondent who writes us concerning it, says: 

A post Q. M.," you say, ‘may have carpets for ie⸗ 
sue for the several offices (not officers.) For a fatigue 
party to shake them and put them down in said 
offices would be proper.’ Quite true. Now, the 
Q. M. has stoves for issue to officers (as well as to 
offices) for their quarters, and if 1t 1s admissible 
that fatigue parties may shake and put down QQ. M. 
carpets provided for offices, why is it not equally 
proper that they blacken Q. M. stoves provided for 
officers? Using its own argument as applied to the 
office carpet question, will the JouRNAL inform its 
readers wherein lies the difference between the 
tweedledum end tweedledee. 

“As to the wood question; but once delivered in 
the officer's cellar, has the officer aright to callina 
soldier to split it for him? lanswer, Yes. At cer- 
tain pests—Vancouver Barracks, for instance—the 
Q. M. puts unsplit wood in large quantities under 
cover in officers’ yards, and in quarters too, in some 
cases, to protect it from saturation, the wood being 
paid for monthly as used. It will be implied by en- 
listed men, from your question, that they cannot be 
called on lawfully to touch such wood. In any case, 
to ipsinuate a difference—a lawful difference, so to 
speak—between wood-cutting before or after it 
leaves the Q. M. yard, seems to me like haitr-split- 
ting. Stoves and fire-places so differ that it is pref- 
erable in every way, all things considered, from the 
Q. M. standpoint, that wood should be specially 
pre after delivery at quarters, and this course 
quartermasters tollow. 

“One must infer from the JoURNAL's argument 
that men should not split my wood because it be- 
comes my private property as soon as an order for 
it passes from the Q. M. to the wood-yard—it must 
be so, for the law provides simply that I may buy; 
it does not direct or authorize che Q. M. to deliver, 
and if men may not split the wood when delivered, 
for *he same reason they may not load it or baul it 
to my house. To carry out the JOURNAL’s interpre- 
tation of R. S. 1232, I must bire transportation, or if 
not where that cau be done, must pack 1t home, As 
to wood-cutting 1n the fleld, the JouRNAL declares 
that ‘they do it for the whole command.’ They 
may, or may not. During the past summer, at the 
encampment of this Department, wood for the men 
was bought and delivered by tbe Q. M. D.; fatigue 

arties cut and hauled weed for the officers’ use. 

ould the JOURNAL say that in this ‘ menials’ were 
made of the men? 

“In the course of my dutiesI have done many 
things for men that neither law, orders, nor custom 
exacted, things in civil life that pertained to night 
soil men, laborers, etc., yet 1 never for a moment 
considered that I was performing ‘ menial’ work. 
The papers have been harping lately on the word 
‘menial.’ In the Army, certain work is not and bas 
not been coueidered as ‘menial.’ Your work is, in 
civil life, a menial no doubt; insinuate toa compan 
cook that he is a menial and two men, one bebin 
the other, would immediately be rushing for t..e 
cookhouse door. Having considered the matter as 
referred to by the JoURNAL, the writer does not 
withdraw his criticism, nor would he by any means 
given the sweeping, cast-iron answer appearing in 
the JouRNAL of Feb. 22. Would the JourNnaL but 
bring to bear on this fatigue question the sound 
handling that characterized its fine article on the 

ro deserter amnesty, good order and Giscip- 

ine would be none the worse—but the contrary.” 


It is, of course, impossible for us to pass judgment 
upon particular cases, as our correspondent invites 
us todo. We shall have to leave each officer to de- 
termine for himself in a given instance, whether the 
service he exacts is that due the Government or 1s 
for his privateadvantage only. The one is allowed, 
the other is forbidden. Let no officer make the mis- 
take of doing, because others do, what he could not 
fully justify under the strict interpretation of the 
law, if he were called upon for an explanation. 
What we said on the subject of desertion was

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THE McCALLA CASE. 


Tue investigation of the Court of Inquiry into 
the late cruise of the U.&.8S. Enter, has re- 
sulted as it bas been generally supposed it would, 
in a Court-martial for Commander McCalla. 

Tbe court, consisting of the following officers, 
which was ordered on Tuesday last, will convene at 
the New York Navy-yard on April 22: Rear-Ad- 
miral David B. Harmony, president of the court; 
Captains Henry Erben, Richard W. Meade, Lester 
A. Beardsiee, Edmund ©. Matthews, Robert L.

The specfications under this 
charge include the gagging of Walker while in 
double irons at Christiana, Norway, by forcing a 
piece of wood in his mouth; the plaving of Walker 
in a straight-jacket and keeping him so confined 
for seven days; in keeping Otto Sunblad in a 
straight-jacket for six night; confining Charles 
Lawry in astraight-jacket at Cronstadt and pinion- 
ing his arms to his side by lashing a rope around h‘s 
body; in confining Jobn Svaglich io a straight- 
— at Stettin for five days; in confining Geo. D. 

oss in a straight jacket at Lisbon; in placing 
Stewart R. Graham io double irons at Antwerp for 
five days. 

The fourth charge is “conduct unbecoming an 
officer of the Navy,”’ iu having at Mozambique, 
Africa, caused Seaman Louis Meyer to be taken to

THE HOSPITAL CORPS. 


Tue Board of Medical Officers convened at Fort 
Leavenworth for the purpose of revising the drill 
regulations and considering improvements in the 
equipments for the Hospital Corps have completed 
their labors. Advance copies of the new drill book 
are being printed at Fort Leavenworth, and will 
soon be issued for experiment before finally 
adopted. An exbibition drill will shortly be given 
at the Washington Barracks under the direction of 
Major Smart, president of the Board. Among the 
more important improvements in equipments 
recommended by the Board is a change in the de- 
sign of the stretcher and in the interior arrange- 
ment of the ambulance. These changes are in the 
direction of increased comfort to, and in the rm mag! 
of handling disabled persons. The new stretcher is 
so arranged that when a patient is put into it mm the 
field his position need not be changed until after he 
is removed from the ambulance to the hospital. The 
feet are made to fit into asmall groove in the bot- 
tom of the ambulance, and are thus slid along, with- 
out jar to the patient, until the stretcher rests on 
springs, and is held secure by the handies protrud- 
ing through the front and rear partof the ambu- 
lance, where the tail board is closed. Major Smart, 
who with other members of the Board took a ride 
in the reconstructed ambulanve over a rough part 
of the country near Fort Leavenworth, says the rid- 
ing was quite as comfortable as in a Pullman palace 
car.

WEST POINT DURING THE WAR. 
To the Editor of the Detroit Free Press: 


In the Free Press of Sunday appears what pur- 
ports to be an interview with Col. Rodvey Maszoa, of 
this city, regarding the reasons why Col. H. M. 
Black, of the 23d Infantry, was deprived of active 
participation in the War of the Rebellion, in which 
Col. Mason is + as making the following 
statement: ‘ At that time, as all true readers of bis- 
tory know, the military academy at West Point was 
practically in the bands of the rebels. The pro- 
fessors were all from the South and possessed of 
strong Southern sympathies, and the cadets were 
being rapidly led eff in the same general direction. 
lt was a crisis which called for prompt action, and 
in selecting Col. Black for the important post of 
commandant at this critical juncture, the War De- 
partment paid him the highest compliment, not- 
withstanding the fact that he begged to be allowed 
to go to the front.” 

(The writer cites the record to show who were the 
officers and professors at the Military Academy from 
1861 to 1866, and says of them]: 

The professors of the Military Academy from 1861 
to 1866 were loyal, high-minded gentlemen, who ul- 
ways taught to the cadets the most uncompromising 
devotion to the Union, and I know whereof I speak. 
Their whole lives had been devoted to the Militar 
Academy. They were not Southerners, but ail 
Northern, men deeply attached to the Union, and 
never by word or act taught anything else. Their 
memory will be held in loving veneration through 
out the Army as long as the Military Academ 
exists. Ask Gen. Cooke, the old veteran passing h 
last years among us, almost the oldest living gradu- 
ate, a native of Virginia, but whose loyalty, tried 
on many a bard fought field, has, from the very in- 
ception of the Rebellion, ever been beyond suspi- 
cion, whether he thinks Mahan, Bartlett and 
Church, cadets with bim, were capable of disloyalty: 
ask Gen. Poe, whose reputation as a scientific engi- 
neer in time of peace 1s only surpassed by his brilli- 
antrecord asa soldier in the field, four times bre- 
vetted for gallant and distinguished conduct, what 
he thinks of these old professors who taugkt him, 
and they will both give you the universal testimony 
of every graduate that no purer, abler or more loyal 
gentlemen ever graced any public institute of learn- 
ing tnan the old professors of the Military academy 
from 1861 to 1866, all of whom have long since re- 
tired from their labors, full of years and full of 
honors.

By way of introducing the author of the state- 
ment here answered, we take the following extract 
from the “Personal Memoirs of U.S. Grant,” Vol. 
1L., pp. 398, 399 : 

** On the 22d (August, 1862) Colonel Rodney Mason 
surreadered Clarksville, with six companies of his 
regiment. 

“Col. Mason was one of the officers who had led 
their regiments off the field at almost the first fire 
of the rebels at Shiloh. He was by nature and edu- 
cation a gentleman, and was terribly mortified by 
his action when the battle was over. He vame to me 
with tears in his eyes and begged to have another 

trial. I felt great sympatby for bim, and sent him 
with bis regiment to garrison Clarksville and Don- 
elson. He selected Clarksville for his headquar- 
ters, no doubt because he regarded it as the t of 
danger, it being uearer the enemy. But when he 
was summoned to surrender by a band of guerillas, 
his constitutional weakness overcame him, He in- 
quired the number of men the enemy had, and re- 
ceiving a response indicating a force greater than 
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his own, he said if he eould be satisfied of that fact 
he would surrender. Arrangements were made for 
him to count the guerillas, and having satisfied him- 
self that the enemy had the greater force, be sur- 
rendered and informed his subordinate at Donel- 
son of the fact, advising him to do thesame. The 
guerillas paroled their prisoners and moved upon 
Donelson, but the officer in command at that point 
marched out to meet them and drove them away.’ 





MORE INSPECTION WANTED. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In a receut number you refer to a “ Circular,”’ 
now in process of formation in the War Department, 
which uires all commanding officers to report 
upon the capabilities, etc., of officers of their com- 
mand, with a view to the War Department having 
this data on band when selections for details are to 
be made. In some respects this is a step in the right 
direction, and goes to prove the entire honesty and 
single-mindedness of our Honorable Secretary of 
War, who has shown in all things a laudable desire 
for reform in the Service, wherever it may be needed. 
{ would even go a step farther and suggest that 
some one report upon the capabilities of command- 
ing officers, whether they are always just and con- 
scientious in their position and above all courteous 
to those beneath them, or the reverse. It may be 
said that the inspectors make these reports already, 
but, let me ask, what does an inspector really know 
on the subject? Commanding officers are very much 
like other people, and to be fully known and appre- 
ciated must be lived with! lin an experience of 
many years | have too often seen officers of rank 
allowing their personal feslings to influence them 
in official relations, and petty feelings of dislike, 
spite or jealousy of subordinates would find only 
too easy an outlet. In carrying out the conditions of 
the “Circular” referred to, a man really com- 
petent and painstaking in the discharge of his 
duties, but who had happened to fall under the ban 
of the great one’s displeasure, might be either 
**damned with faint praise,”’ or ignored altogether. 
It 1s no uncommon thing to find old officers of many 
years’ experience serving under field officers who 
occupy their superior position through the acci- 
dents of war or fortune, and it is almost invariably 
the case that a look, a suggestion, or opinion ex- 
—— from the junior, serves as the “red rag to the 

ull” and sets the commanding officer perfectly wild. 
if theopinion bappens ro be different from his own! 
Such a commanding officer generally takes bis in- 
timates and confidential advisers from young officers 
who have the guile to make him believe that the 
king can do no wrong and very often he, who is 
most apt on the recital of garrison news and most 
capers in washing bis hands with invisible soap, 

chosen as prime favorite. 

Again, commanding officers of posts are very 
vften from different branches of the service from 
those in their command. There is considerable 
human nature in commanding officers, and they 
can hardly be expected to help along by ardent 
praise those who do not belong to their own corps ; 
the same will apply to lieutenant-colonels and 
majors, who, as a rule, have little interest in the 
regiment they happen to be in; they are only wait- 
ing for the time to come when they van carry out 
their ideas of reform and discipline in their own 
regiment. In my bumble opinion, the ooly proper 
officer to report upon the capabilities of his juniors 
is the colonel of the regiment, who, all petty feel- 
ings laid aside, cannot but take an interest in all of 
his officers, and by patient watchfulness will learn 
their capabilities, peculiarities and adaptability to 
different details better than any one else. True, he 
may not hke some of them personaliy, but 
they are in a way his children, and he can, likea 
father, see their faults and also their good qualities ; 
in a word, they belong tohis regiment, and he will 
be an exceptional man who does not give his own 
justice! Let us bave the proposed circular by all 
means, but in the name of justice let the colonels 
have the say and incidentally let them report npou 
the ability of their field officers! JUSTITIA,

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MENIAL SERVICE IN THE ARMY. 


TuHE Baltimore American, in view of recent events, 
thinks it time that some clear and strict definition 
of the term “ menial service’’ should be given for 
the benefit of both officers and soldiers. Lieut. 
Steele, says our contemporary, aside from this un- 
fortunate episode, appears to have been an excep- 
tionally good officer, deserving well of the country, 
and but for these erratic ideas which he shared with 
his brother officers, and which they iuberited from 
their predecessors, would not now be under suspen- 
sion and reprimand. The judgment of the court 
will do good, but it will be vastly more beneficial if 
accompanied by aclear and comprehensive defini- 
tion of menial service, excluding any kind of work 
that may be fairly construed as personal service. 

Lieut. Steele is certainly a most excellent officer, in 
spite of his present difficulty, and this difficulty does 
not result from ideas erratic or otherwise on the sub- 
ject of “menial labor,” but from a temporary loss 
of self-control, such as neither he nor any other offi~ 
cer will justify, and from his error of judgment in 
not asking to be relieved from duty as judge advo~ 
cate 1n trying a man against whom he bad preferred 
charges. To definethe term “ menial labor’ would 
require a Congress of lexicographers, for all labor 
with the hands is menial. As it seems to us, how- 
ever, it requires nothing but common sense to en- 
able an officer to determine what are the limita- 
tions of his right to control the labor of enlisted 
men under existing laws and regulations. Still we 
observe that what we said on this subject in the 
JOURNAL of March 29,in answer to a correspondent» 
does not meet with universal acceptance. A corres! 
pondent who writes us concerning it, says: 


***A post Q. M.,’ you say, ‘may have carpets for ie⸗ 
sue for the several offices (not officers.) For a fatigue 
party to shake them and put them down in said 
offices would be proper.’ Quite true. Now, the 
Q. M. has stoves for issue to officers (as well as to 
offices) for their quarters, and if 1t 1s admissible 
that fatigue parties may shake and put down Q. M. 
carpets provided for offices, why is it not equally 
proper that they blacken Q. M. stoves provided for 
officers? Using its own argument as applied to the 
office carpet question, will the JourRNAL inform its 
readers wherein lies the difference between the 
tweedledum end tweedledee. 

“As to the wood question; but once delivered in 
the officer's cellar, has the officer a right to call ina 
soldier to split it for him? lanswer, Yes. At cer- 
tain pests—Vancouver Barracks,. for instance—the 
Q. M. puts unsplit wood in large quantities under 
cover iu officers’ yards, and in quarters too, in some 
cases, to protect it from saturation, the wood being 
paid for monthly as used. It will be implied by en- 
listed men, from your question, that they cannot be 
called on lawfully to touch such wood. In any case, 
to insinuate a difference—a lawful difference, so to 
speak—between wood-cutting before or after it 
leaves the Q. M. yard, seems to me like hair-split- 
ting. Stoves and fire-places so differ that it is pref- 
erable in every way, all things considered, from the 
Q. M. standpoint, that wood should be specially 
prepared after delivery at quarters, and this course 
quartermasters tollow. 

“One must infer from the JouRNAL's argument 
tbat men should not split my wood because it be- 
comes my private property as soon as an order for 
it passes from the Q. M. to the wood-yard—it must 
be so, for the law provides simply that I may buy; 
it does not direct or authorize the Q. M. to deliver, 
and if men may not split the wood when delivered, 
for the same reason they may not load it or haul it 
to my house. To carry out the JOURNAL’s ipterpre- 
tation of R. S. 1232, I must bire transportation, or if 
not where that can be done, must pack 1t home. As 
to wood-cutting 1n the field, the JouRNAL declares 
that ‘they do it for the whole command.’ They 
may, or may not. During the past summer, at the 
encampment of this Department, wood for the men 
was bought and delivered by the Q. M. D.; fatigue 

arties cutand hauled w for the officers’ use. 

ould the JoURNAL say that ino this ‘ menials’ were 
made of the men? 

“In the course of my duties I have done many 
things for men that neither law, orders, nor custom 
exacted, things in civil life that pertained to night 
soil men, laborers, etc., yet I never for a moment 
considered that I was performing ‘ menial’ work. 
The papers have been harping lately on the word 
‘menial.’ In the Army, certain work is not and bas 
not been coneidered as ‘menial.’ Your work is, in 
civil life, a menial no doubt; insinuate toa compan 
cook that he is a menial and two men, one behin 
the other, would immediately be rushing for t..e 
cookhouse door. Having considered the matter as 
referred to by the JoURNAL, the writer does not 
withdraw his criticism, nor would he by any means 
given the sweeping, cast-iron answer ap ng in 
the JournaLt of Feb. 22. Would the JourNnaL but 
bring to bear on this fatigue question the sound 
handling that characterized its fine article on the 
proposed deserter amnesty, good order and Giscip- 

ine would be none the worse—but the contrary.” 


It is, of course, impossible for us to pass judgment 
upon particular cases, as our correspondent invites 
us todo. We shall have to leave each officer to de- 
termine for himself in a given instance, whether the 
service he exacts is that due the Government or 1s 
for his privateadvantage only. The one is allowed, 
the other is forbidden. Let no officer make the mis- 
take of doing, because others do, what he could not 
fully justify under the strict interpretation of the 
law, if he were called upon for an explanation. 
What we said on the subject of desertion was

THE HOSPITAL CORPS. 


Tue Board of Medical Officers convened at Fort 
Leavenworth for the purpose of revising the drill 
regulations and considering improvements in the 
equipments for the Hospital Corps have completed 
their labors. Advance copies of the new drill book 
are being printed at Fort Leavenworth, and will 
soon be issued for experiment before finally 
adopted. An exhibition drill will shortly be given 
at the Washington Barracks under the direction of 
Major Smart, president of the Board. Among the 
more important improvements in equipments 
recommended by the Board is a change in the de- 
sign of the stretcher and in the interior arrange- 
ment of the ambulance. These changes are in the 
direction of increased comfort to, and in the facility 
of handling disabled persons. The new stretcher is 
so arranged that when a patient is put into it in the 
field his position need not be changed until after he 
is removed from the ambulance to the hospital. The 
feet are made to fit into asmall groove in the bot- 
tom of the ambulance, and are thus slid along, with- 
out jar to the patient, until the stretcher rests on 
springs, and is held secure by the handies protrud- 
ing through the front and rear partof the ambu- 
lance, where the tail board is closed. Major Smart, 
who with other members of the Board took a ride 
in the reconstructed ambulanve over a rough part 
of the country near Fort Leavenworth, says the rid- 
ing was quite as comfortable as in a Pullman palace 
car.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The Senate, on April 12, passed a bill “ to increare 
the efficiency and reduce the expense of the Signal 
Corps of the Army.” It transfers to the Department 
of Agriculture the Weather Bureau, leaving the Sig- 
nal Corps of the Army to remain in the War De- 
partment. The Weather Bureau is to consist of one 
chief and such civilian employees as Congress may 
anpually provide for. The chief is to have an an- 
nual compensation of $4,500, and 1s to be appointed 
by the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. The chief signal officer of the 
Army may be detailed by the President to take 
charge of the Weather Bureau. The enlisted force 
of the Signal Corps is to be discharged from the 
Army June 30, 1891, and such portions of the furce 
as may be necessary shall be transferred to the De- 
partment of iculture. Skilled observers now 
serving in the Sigoal Service are to be preferred for 
appointment in the Weather Bureau. The Signal 
y, is to consist of the major, four captaine, 
mounted, and four Ist lieutenants, munted, with 
the puy and allowances of like grades in the Army, 
and the enlisted force of the Signal Corps is to con- 
sist of 50 sergeants. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has unaui- 
mously recommended the passage of a bill granting 
the daughter of Admiral Charles Stewart a pension 
of $50 per month. This action is taken: “In the 
light of the long and honorable and patriotic ser- 
vices of Admiral Charles Stewart, and of the fact 
that he captured many prizes on the bigh seas, a 
moiety of the value of which was turned into the 
naval pension fund, which now amounts to many 
millions of dollars and contributes to the support 
and happiness of many of the unfortunate and aged 
people in the Naval Service, and of the fact that his 
only child and daughter now living is in destitute 
and needy circumstances.”

Boling, 
and S. 1454, for trausfer of Weather Bureau to Agri- 
cultural Department and for reorganization of Sig- 
nal Corps.

728 to re- 
coguize the merits and services of Chief Eugine:r 
George W. Melville and other officers and men of 
the Jeannette Arctic Expedition by advancing the 
former one grade and presenting suitable medals to 
officers and men of said expedition. 

Sevator Squire has introduced a bill appropriating 
$100,000 for the erection of an equestrian statue of 
Gen. U. S. Grant in Washington Uity. The site is to 
be selected by the Secretary of War. 

Mr. Shermun introduced a resolution in the Sen- 
ate April 17, tendering the thanks of Congress to 
Rear Admiral Walke apd other officers and men 
under bis command on the U. 8. 8. Carondelet on 
April 4, 1862. The occasion of the resolution, as 
stated, was the gallant conduct of the crew in run- 
ning the gauntlet of the Confederate batteries at 
island No. 10, and thereby opening the blockade of 
the Tennessee river. e bill also states that 
Adwiral Walke should receive the full sea pay of 
his rank from his retirement.

The Fortification, Military Aca- 
demy and Naval Appropriation bills, which have 
also come over fromthe House and are now in the 
Senate Appropriation Committee, will not be taken 
up until the *7 vill has been reported. 

The House bill to appoint John C. Fremont a 

major-general on the retired list of the Army, was 
passed 7 Senate April 17; also the Senate bill 
appropriating $20,000 for improvements at Fort 
alla Walla, Washington. 
The House Committee on Military Affairs, at its 
meeting on Tuesday lust, adopted favorable reports 
on the bills: H. R. 8154, appropriating $16,000 for the 
purchase from the Pueumatic Gun Carriage and 
Power Co, of one 5-inch steel gun and carriage for 
siege service; H. R. 2143, for the relief of Lieut.-Col. 
M. P. Small, Subsistence Dept. 

The Military Academy Appropriation bill was 

passed by the House on April 16 in precisely the 
same shape as reported from rhe committee several 
weeks ago. 
By a vote of 131 to 105, the House on Tuesday last 
restored the provision te the Naval Appropriation 
bill providing for three battlesbips, which had pre- 
viously beeu stricken out while the bill was under 
consideration by the Committee of the Whole. 
Speaking of the opposition to the battleship feature, 
Chairman Boutelle is reported as saying: 

The bill bas passed the House virtually as it came from 
the committee. It gueropeenses a little over $22,000,000. 
The salient feature of the bill is that part which authorizes 
the construction of three battleships and one armored 
cruiser. The costof the battleships is limited to $4,000,000 
each and the cost of the armored cruiser to $2, Os, tbe 
latter’s speed to be not less than 20 knots per hour. hat 
caused the temporary defeat of this feature of the bill last 
week was this: At the begin of the session tor 
Hale, chairman of the Senate Naval Committee, introduced 
a bill —— for the construction of eight battle ships, 
two coast defence ships, three gunboats, and five torpedo 
boats, saveiving an expenditure of $50,000,090.

ment to the House bill. This was published, aud the effect 
was to alarm the Representatives of the Western Granger 
district, already wavering. That

the construction of the three proposed battleships and the 
armored cruiser and other ships already authorized and to 
complete work already bague will require from $7,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 & tor the last four years our rt 
priations for such pu have averaged abeut $7,000,000 
a year, the increase is little, if anything.

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THE MILITARY OKDER MEETING. 

TWENTY FIVE years ago, on April 15, 1865, the 
telegraph carried over the country the announce- 
ment of the death of Abraham Lincoln and before 
the day bad ended, a little company of gentlemen 
gathered in Philadelphia to establish an order, 
whose foundation stones should be the principles of 
loyalty and ooligation to public duty so well illus- 
trated by the life of the murdered Lincoln. From 
this little group of orizinal members, the Loyal 
Legion has grown toa body of ex-officers number- 
ing now over 6,000 members, divided into 18 com- 
manderies, representing in the order of their es- 
tablishment the States of Pennsy!vania, 1865; New 
York and Maine, 1866; Massachusetts, 1868; Cali- 
fornia, 1871; Wisconsin, 1874; [llinois, 1879; D. of Coi- 
umbia and Ohio, 1882; Michigan, Minnesota, Oregon, 
Missouri and Nebraska, 1885; Kansas and [owa, 1886; 
Colorado, 1887; Indiana, 1888. There is also a Com- 
mandery-in-Chief consisting of the officers and ex- 
officers of the several commanderies. The comple- 
tion of the quarter century of the Order's history 
has been celebrated at Pailadelphia this week by a 
gathering auch as could have been brought to- 
gether in no other city of the Union; for no 
where else could the officers of the order have se- 
cured such cordial co-operation from the citizens in 
earrying out their hospitatle projects. 

Including the members 01 the Philadelphia Com- 
mandery, over 2,000 companions gathered together 
in the city which so nobly gave proof of its title to 
the designation of brotherly love. Everywhere 
these gentlemen received a welcome without re- 
serve and a hospitality without stint. The princi- 
pal clubs of the city opened wide their dvors to greet 
them, and the Union League Club especially saf- 
fered its building to be taken possession of for two 
days by the assembled veterans. In every way was 
the gathering a notable one. Those who participated 
in it have but one regret, and that is that every 
member of the Order could not join with 
them. When, in calling the roll of the Command- 
ery-in Chief, several gentlemen responded for 
Oregon applause shook the room; applause that 
testified to the delight all felt because no link was 
wanting from the golden chain of comradeship 
that bound the States together in kindred recollec- 
tions of noble service and honorable devotion to the 
Union vf the States. 

The two days of the meeting were chiefly devoted 
toan interchange of greeting between comrades, 
many of whom met for the first time after a quarter 
of a century of separation. There was a reception 
by the Governor of Pennsylvania, himself a member 
of the Order, who stood for hours on his simgle leg 
to greet his old comrades; a reception by the Mayor 
of Philadelphia, a gathering on Tuesday night at the 
Avademy of Music, and another of less formal 
character on Wednesday evening at the Academy 
of Fine Arts. This last was followe’ by an assem- 
blage at the Union League Club, vhere offhand 
speeches were made. An audience of some fiy 
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thousand packed the Academy of Musicon Tues- 
day evening, to listen to an oration by Gen. Chas. 
Devens, and speeches by Gea. David McM. Gregg, 
who presided; Ex President Hayes, Gen. J. M. Ssho- 
field, U.S. A.; Gen. UO. O. Howard, U. 8. A.; Gen. 
Neleon A. Miles, C. S. A.; Gen. James A. Beaver 
dovernor of Pennsylvania; Gens. U. W. Slocum, 
Horace Porter and W. R. Marshal. Gen. Tracy, 
Secretary of the Navy, sat upon the platform, but 
could not be persuaded to speak, and with charac. 
teristic modesty the Nuvy offivers who had been in- 
vited edathome. Thus the Navy was without 
its due representation, and the orator of the evea- 
Dg seemed to have forgotten that it had a place 
in the procession. But Senator Hawley, at a later 
date, nobly redeemed the occasion by bis earn- 
est words on behalf of a service, whose chief failiag 
is excess of modesty. 

The meeting at the Academy of Music was, if any- 
thing, somewhat too much devoted to oratory. Tae 
set address of Gen. Devens, excellent as it was io 
itself, might have been spared. Companion James 
E. Murdoch gave some excellent readings, and the 
Marine Band, under the admirable leadership of 
Sousa, made a most excellent impression, and ex- 
cited great enthusiasm by its ‘descriptive fantasia,’ 
illustrating episodes in the sol jiers’ life. The whole 
audience: rose to their feet at the call for Gen. King, 
and joined in singing the old war songs. A musical 
panorama, illustrated by a stage scene showing life 
mm the Navy, was another one of the features of the 
entertainment. Altogether the celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary was a memorableoceasion, 
and its management refi-cts the greatest credit upon 
the officers of the Commandery-in Chief, and the 
members from Pennsylvania having in charge 
the programme. A finer lookiug body of men of 
their years thun those representing the Union arm- 
ies, it would be hard to ficd, and, though bald heads 
and gray locks were lamentably nu merous, time has 
evidently dealt as gently as its duty would permit 
with thore who ‘fit into the war."’ Alas! who will 
there be of the original heroes to represent the Order 
at its semi-centennial ? 


INDIANS FOR SOLDIERS. 


TBE proposition to form an Indian regiment as a 
part of the Regular Army, which has been receiv- 
ing the attention of military commanders for some 
time past, has in a modifiec form received the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War. The original propo- 
sition of Captain Armstrong contemplated the or 
ganization of an entire regiment of Indian soldiers. 
Correspondence with military commanders has, 
however, convinced the Secretary that this went too 
far, but believing the general plan of utilizing In- 
dians as suldiers worthy of experiment, he has ap- 
proved a scheme submitted by Lieutenant Casey, 
22d Inf., now in command of a small body of scouts 
at. Fort Keogh. This provides for an increase of 
this command to 100 scouts, to be recruited from 
the Northern Cheyenne tribe in tke vicinity. Gen- 
eral Merritt has also been given authority to or- 
ganize a troop of 100 Indian scouts for experimental 
service in his department. Lieut. Casey’s proposi- 


tion is as follows : 


T be present law admits of 1,000 scouts as partof the Army 
pee per. Enlist as many of that number as may be seen fit, 
troops of not less than 100. Select the young men best 
fitted, and choose the best ponies for their mount. The 
term of enlistment may te for five years or less. Their 
organization should be that of cavairy, their arms the car- 
bine and revolver. Non-commissioned officers could be de- 
tailed as assistant instructors by the post authorities fora 
time, and be replaced by ‘ndians. The Indian schools would 
furnish good material for non-commissioned officers; also 
trumpeters, blacksmiths, carpenters, etc. The uniform 
should be the same as tbat of white soldiers, but with dis- 
tinctive facings and slight modifications. They should al.o 
carry a distinctive guidon and standard, Tbey should be 
drilled in the simpler marceuvres of mounted and dis- 
mounted drill. Especial attention should be given to open 
order fighting, patrol, vidette, and flanking duties, in which 
these people would especially excel. A smal! pack train of 
ten or fifteen mules should teavailable for making frequect 
but short marches i1om the garrison. The cfficers to com- 
maud these troops should be selected from the subalterns of 
the line, for the reason that they are younger men, with 
more or less ambition, and are, as a class, better fitted for 
this special duty than men of more rank and greater age. 
They should, if possible, have the rank and pay of their 
commands. To each troop two interpreters should be 
allowed, their psy to be not less than $75 per month. In 
course of time the o: should learn the language, and 
the inierpreters can then be dispensed with. 


It is the intention of Lieutenant Casey to have 
his troop organized and equipped, and in time to 
present for inspection to the Department Com- 
mander during the coming summer encampment. 

The Secretary approves this scheme to the extent 
of allowing an increase of Lieutenant Casey’s 
present command to 100 scouts anc crganiza- 
tion of a similar troop in the Department of Mis- 
souri. Lieutenant Casey is given authority to 
select another officer and two non-commissioned 
officers to serve under him. He is to submit a de- 
scription of such slight changes in the uniform as 
he thinks desirable for scouts, in order that it may 

be laid before the President for his action, and will 








submit at the same time a design for a guidon, and 
is authorized to make such changes in minor tacties 
as ke may deem requisite for such troops, 





THE promptness with which requests are being 
made and approved for the detail of Regular troops 
to participate in the sammer encampments of State 
militia, would indicate that the desire for a co- 
operation between the Regulars and militia is by no 
means on the wene. The 8d Regiment Missouri 
National Guard broke the ice this year. They have 
asked for two companies of infantry and a detach- 
ment of light artillery to go into camp with them 
at Excelsior Springs, Olay Co., Mc., on July 20 
next. Their request was promptly approved, and 
General Merritt so informed, with instructions to 
have the troops detailed march to and from the 
; Place of encampment. The Michigan National 

Guard has also made application to have the 19th 
Infantry participate with them in their annual en- 
campment, and although it has not yet been ap- 
proved no doubt will be. It is apparently the in- 
tention to grant all such requests whenever it is 
practicable to do so. 

THe naval committees of Congress are showing 
little interest in matters affecting the personnel of 
the Navy. Not a single bill touching upon pay, 
promotion or organization of any of the branches, 
has yet received a report from either of the commit- 
tees, and from present indications it is doubtful if 
any are acted upon daring the present session. This 
lack of interest is doubtless due to the inability of 
the several factions to agree upon what they want, 
and to the little unpleasantness brought about by 
the Chandler resolution in regard to the existence 
of naval organizations for the purpose of influ- 
encing naval legislation. There is some talk among 
members of the two committees individually about 
a joint Congressional committee to sit during the 
recess to consider the whole subject of naval or- 
ganization. If nothing more let us hore that at 
least this much will be done.

THe Court ordered for the trial of Commander 
McCalia is a remarkably strong one in rank as well 
as in the character of the officers detailed, and it 
is composed of the unlucky number of thirteen. 
No objection can be made to it on any score, and 
we may be sure that this case will be thoroughly 
sifted and a just cenclusion arrived at. The list of 
charges and specifications is a very formidable one, 
and if the accused has good deliverance out of all 
of his trouble he will certainly be a most fortunate 
man. Whatever civilians may think, there is no 
sentiment in the Navy that sustains illegal and un- 
just treatment of enlisted men,‘ and were we guilty 
‘of such an offence we should rether take our 
chances before an ordinary civil court than before 
such a tribunal as this. 











Tue question of rearrangement of division and 
department commands is now receiving the atten- 
tion of the War Department. The Secretary is un- 
derstood to be seriously considering the advisability 
of reducing the number of military departments. 
The Departments of the East and California, which 
exist practically in name only, will doubtless be 
abolished. Possibly one other department will be 
merged into others, thus leaving five departments 
with a brigadier general for the command of each, 
and one to spare to command a division, Another 
scheme talked of is a division of the Army into two 
great military divisions and six departments, thus 





making the commands conform to the present 
number of commanders. What the result of the 
present deliberations will be cannot now be pre- 
dicted with any degree of certainty. Gen. Ho ward 
has lately expressed a desire to remain where he is. 
This being the case Gen. Miles will, in all proba- 
bility, be given command of the Missouri. But 
then these assignments depend entirely upon what 
conclusion is reached in regard to the re-appor™ 
tionment and reduction of the commands. 

Tue House Committee on Military Affairs will 
shortly begin the consideration of the bill recently 
introduced by General Cutcheon, to reorganize sev- 
eral of the staff departments of the Army. The in- 
tention is to give a hearing to all parties interested 
before taking any action upon it, General Outch- 
eon says he has no idea that it will receive the sup- 
port of the committee in its present shape, but he 
expects that it will result in the adoption, after full 
and free conference with those familiar with Army 
administration, of a measure giving such organiza- 
tion as the needs of the Service seem to demand, 
without doing injury to any particular corps. The 
views of the respective heads of the several depart- 
ments affected by the bill as it stands at present 
have been requested by the Secretary of War; when 
furnished they will be transmitted to the committee 
with the Secretary’s remarks thereon. These are to 
be followeJ by verbal statements from such officers 
as may have views to express. It is the present 
opinion of the Secretary of War that the eight mili- 
tary departments can be reduced tosix. This will 
reheve the staff officers now attached to the two de- 
partments to be abolisned, and their corps corres- 
pondingly reduced. 











In the JouRnNAL of March 15 last we editorially 
referred to Major-General Schofield’s hearty ap- 
proval of a system of apprentice battalions and 
quoted from an excellent paper by Major For- 
dyce, of England, on ‘The Military Training of 
Boys.” Our attention is again called to the subject 
by the perusal of an exhaustive report made by 
Inspector-General J. P. Sanger, to his chief, Gen- 
eral J. C. Breckinridge, in January last on the 
question of ‘‘ The Training of Army Apprentices,”’ 
Major Sanger discusses the project in a masterly 
manner, looking at it with reference to its legal 
aspect, the object in view and the organization and 
instruction best adapted to attain the object. He 
concludes with an expression of perfect faith in the 
feasibility and great importance of the measure, 
and begs to be enrolled amofig those interested in 
its execution, being satisfied that its influence is 
just as much needed among the rank and file of 
our Army as the influence of the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy among those of higher grades. 





WE heartily approve of the amended Regulations 
published in G. O. 36, A. G. O., of 1890, as being 
designed to elevate the position of the regimental 
non-commissioned staff officers, and also to add to 
the importance of the position of sergeants of the 
line. It somewhat limits the powers of regimental 
commanders with reference to reduction to the 
ranks by order, but we feel sure they will not com- 
plain if the Service, of which the good non-commis- 
sioned officer is so valuable a factor, is benefited by 
the new rule. 


THe Philadelphia Inqairer says: “ It was 
pleasant to notice the tribute of silent admiration 
that was paid around the hotels and in the streets 
to the members of the Legion. * * Men and 
women regarded them with that appreciation com- 
plimentary to their valorous personality and their 
heroic records.

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A MEMORABLE occasion in its way was the recep- 
tion given at the Union League Club, New York, 
to General William Tecumseh Sherman on Thurs- 
day evening, April 17. Followmg as it did, hard 
upon the gathering as Philadelphia, many of those 
who attended one were unable to be present at the 
other. The Army and the ex-soldiers of the war 
may well be proud of the reception accorded to 
General Sherman, as in some sense a recognition of 
the service rendered by them during the heroic 
period of which the noble old General is the chief 
living exponent. General Sherman’s seventieth 
birthday occurred on February 8, but as he was oc 
cupied then, this reception was deferred to a more 
convenient season. Asthe Tribune says: ‘‘Oppor- 
tunity was therefore given for careful preparation, 
and the reception was one of the most remarkable 
or the incidents which make the history, not only 
of the club, but of the country. 

It is not the custom of the club to listen to 
speeches at its receptions, but the demand to hear 
from Gen. Sherman was so imperative that the rule 
was departed from on this occasion. In reply toa 
graceful introduction by the president of the club, 
Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, Gen. Sherman made a 
graceful speech ;

At a memorial meeting of the Boyd Opera

Gencral 
Manderson, U.S. Senator from Nebraska, expressed 
the opinion that the civilization and settlement of 
Nebraska had been advanced at least ten years by 
the vigorous action and peaceful measures of Gen 
eral Crook in his treatment of Indian matters. Mr. 
Thomas L. Kimball, Vice President of the Union 
Pacific Railway, said: ‘‘ With us his memory will 
always be cherished as one of our country’s great- 
est soldiers and of the world’s best men.” 








SPEAKING of what was said concerning the pur- 
chase of Alaska at the Clover Club dinner of March 
20, a correspondent says: ‘* This seems to be a slight 
anachronism, in view of the fact that we did not 

*‘ purchase Alaska until two years after the close of 
the Civil War, and many months after the arrival 
of the Russian fleet in New York Harbor. If Justice 
Paxson had said that Alaska, then considered worth- 
less land, was bought for $7,000,000 from Russia in 
order to repay her for services rendered over two 
‘years previous, when the ‘ominous growl of the 
Russian bear,’ backed by the fleet, warned Louis 
Napoleon and a certain English statesman whom 
patriotic (?) Americans have since almost canonized, 
tto keep their hands off, he would, [ think, have 
made his page of Civil War history more accurate, 
and no less entertaining.” 








ABour forty graduates of medical colleges have 
signified their intention of competing for appoict- 
ment as assistant surgeon in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army at the examination to be held in 
New York the latter part of this month. These 
candidates will be divided into three classes and a 
week allowed for the examination of each class.

THE Baltimore American, which takes great in- 
terest in Army affairs, thinks it would not bea good 
thing to enlist a regiment of [ndians, Says our 
contemporary: “They are not susceptible to dis- 
ciplire. They have not the intelligence, and their 





natures, experience and traditions are against it. 
They cannot be compared with the Sepoys or even 
the Egyptians. The Sepoy beside the average [ndian 
isa vastly superior being, both in enlightenment 
and principle. He is subject from infancy to an 
iron bound code, and he glides under military regu - 
lations as naturaily as a duck into the water. The 
Egyptian, though not a particularly bold soldier, is 
a docile and obedient one, but an Indian would be 
neither the one nor the other.”

ARMY MUTUAL AID. 


THERE was a large attendanve at the annual meet- 
ing of the Army Mutual Aid Ass’p, beld in the office 
of the Commanding General on Tuesday last. The 
reports of the Executive Committee and Secretary 
and Treasurer were read and tistened to with great 
interest by all present. 

The report of the Jatter presented the following 
gratifying statistics : 

Total income during the year, $62,995; total ex 
penres, .20; amount special reserve fund, $114, - 
223 25; general reserve, $17,508.35; total balance on 
tand, $131 731 60; membersbip, 1.034; deaths, 9; death 
rate, 87; death rate, 1888-9, 17 7. / 

After calling attention to the large and continu- 
ally growing surplus, the Executive Committee say 
in their report that it becomes a question whetber 
tke association has not attained that strength wLich 
will evable 1t to rest upon its present reserve with- 
out further accumulation. 

A special meeting will be called to decide upon a 
roposition to limit the surplus to a sum svfficient 
or 25 assessments to each 1,000 members of a given 

class. This will reduce the payments of 809 mem- 
bers, leaving 219 to wait one or two years for a fur- 
ther accumulation. The elections of Lieut. Duvall 
as treasurer and Gen. Breckenridge and Major Davis 
on the Executive Committee was confirmed, and re- 
solutions complimentary to Lieut. Duvall were 
adopted.

STRONG pressure is being brought on Secretary 
Tracy by the Dynamite Gun Company to prevail on 
bim to accept the Vesuvius without any further 
trial, and it is probable that he will finally agree to 
do so. The Vesuvius made much more than the re- 
quired 3.200 horse power at least part of the time on 
ber previous trial, but there is considerable doubt 
about her ability to keep up to those figures for an 
hour, as required by the contract. After she is fin- 
ally accepted she will be very thoroughly tested 
before any more vessels are built on ber model. 

THE accounting officers of the Treasury have cer- 
tified to Congress for appropriation in the forth- 
2 deficiency bill claims of naval officers for 
longevity pay mileage and for sea pay on receiving 
ships under decisions of the Supreme Court, aggre- 
gating about $175,000. These claims have been ad- 
justed since March, 1889. Auother batch will be re- 
ported toward the close of the session. It will be 
remembered that when the last batch of these 
claims were appropriated for, through the efforts of 
Senator Chandler, the statute of limitation was ap- 
plied, resulting in a large reduction in many cases 
of the amounts certified. The accounting officers 
construed this limitation as applying oaly to those 
claims provided for in the billin which the limita- 
tion claim was incorporated, and have accordingly 
reported the full amount found to be duein each 
instance. Theclaim agents interested are endeav- 
oring to secure the balances in the cases of those 
who wee affected by the Chandler proviso, but 
whether they will be successful remains to be seen. 
A list of the claims, numbering 487, has recently 
been certified to Congress. 
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CORRUGATED STEEL BOILER FURNACES. 


As LONG ago as September, 1886, the JouRNAL 
called attention editorially to the fact that the new 
corrugated steel flues for boiler furnaces were being 
made at the Continental Lron Works, in the Green- 
point suburb of Brooklyn, of an excellence of con- 
struction and material —_ equal to the well known 
production of the English manufacturers. The an- 
pnouncement of tbis fact was especially opportune, 
as a well known American shipbuilder was at the 
time urging before a committee of the Senate that 
corrugated work of this character should be in- 
cluded in the paragraph of the Naval Reconstruc- 
tion bill exempting from duty certain articles re- 
quired for war vessels which could not be produced 
in the United States. The JouRNAL was well aware 
not only that American skill and invention had 
already overcome the difficulties of processes which 
were presumed by most of our shipbuilders to have 
been successfully conducted only in England, but 
that the ideu itself was originally promulgated and 
patented more than a quarter of a century before 
by Richard Montgomery, a resident of New York 
City. uoting from our article of Sept. 4. 1886: 
“Mr. Montgomery, whose demise was recorded a 
decade since, spent much of his time in endeavoriog 
to convince the marine engine and boiler makers 
of America that the true way to produce a boiler 
furnace was to weld up a wrought iron cylinder, 


and corrugate the same at right angles to its axis; | 


but the difficulty 
presented itself that 
no one seemed to 
possess the art of 
weldivg plate ‘ron 
to such a perfect de- 
gree that a wrought 
tube or  furpace 
eylinder of suffici- 
ent dimensions 
eould be produced.

Montgomery's claim in patenting his idea of cor- 
rugated cylinders was primarily for the structural 
strength combined with material lightness result- 
ant. Weare not certain whether or not he antici- 
pated or seriously appreciated the more perfect 
combustion that his corrugations would assure. 
Continued experience has demonstated the scien- 
tific soundness of his assumptions as to strength. the 
processes which are used necessitating the best 
quality of metal, the operation giving to the fin- 
ished work a perfectly —* sbaping impracti- 
eable io any other mode of production as a rule, 
and the pressure of corrugation uot only effecting a 
perfect uniformity of all parts, preserving an exact 
standard of thickness and perfectly graduating the 
angles of contour, but subjecting the materia! toa 
test which would infallibly discover any molecular 
defect. The natural consequence of ali this is that 
the furnace, formerly the. weakest and most sensi- 
tive feature of the boiler, has become the strongest, 
thereby contributing greatly to the durable char- 
acter of the boiler. 

We quote again from the engineering statement

the coast defence vessel Monterey at the Union 
fron Worke, San Francisco. Besides these there are 
in course of production 16 furnaces for the Sound 
steamer Rhode Island, refitting at the Morgan [ron 
Works, New York, 8 for the Pacific 8. 8. City of 
Panama, at the Union lron Works, 3an Francisco, 
and 18 for a large pew steamer building by William 
Cramp’s Sons at Philadelphia. Several orders are 
also being completed for the marine of the Western 
lakes, a pasticutenty notable ove being the equip- 
ment of two vessels building by Wickes and Co., of 
Kast Sagioaw, Michigan, for Congressman Wheeler, 
which are to be floated in two sections through the 
Welland Cana. to the St. Lawrence, be @ one at 
Montreal, and thence find their destination at New 
York, where they wi!l enter the service as colliers.

VAN CORTLAND PARK. 


PROPOSALS 2nd estimates are invited at the De- 
partment of Public Parks, New York City, on Wed- 
nesday. April 23. for regulating. grading, draining 
and improving the southerly and central portion of 
the grounds in Van Cortland Park, designated for a 
military parade, camo and drill ‘ground and rifle 
range in the city of New York. The contract calls 
for the completion of the whole work in four calen- 
dar months, under penalty of $50 per day overtime. 
The work to be done will consist of the regulating 
and grading of the parade grounds and rifle range ; 
thar. portion of the grounds which are above the re- 
quired grade lines areto be excavated. and such 
parte as are below the grade lines are to be filled in; 
the excavation for the chambers and filling for the 
butt. ete., of the rifle range; the construction of 
brick and pine sewers and tile drains and apourte- 
nances for the sub-drainage of the area to be im- 
proved; the construction of receiving basins and 
lavine drain p:pes for surface drainage; the shaping, 
trimming and seeding of the grounds, and other 
works necessary to fully complete the improve 
ments, as described in the specifications. 

Itis hoped that the work may be completed on 
time, but in the opinion of some prominent en- 
gineers it cannot be. The outlook for drills in the 
park this fall. bowever, looks promising, and rifle- 
rar" trust facilities for shooting will be kept in 
mind.

WASHINGTON. 

Tue National Guard of Washington, it is claimed, 
is second to no State in the Union in the matter of 
equipments, and have no cause to be ashamed of 
their drilling, but in one most essential point of 
trainiog are sadly deficient, and that is target prac- 
tice. It is to be hoped that something will be done 
in this line before the end of the present year. The 
Military Code of the State is, according to compe- 
tent judges, most complete, and fully equal to that 
of New York and several other states. The new 
military law allows only twenty companies and two 
regiments of the National Guard to the State, the 
maximum company limit being 60 men, making a 
total military force of 1,200 men, all infantry, the 
provision for a cavalry and an artillery regimeat 
having been stricken out. This seems unwise. An 
artillery regiment should certainly be provided for. 
ee en. R. G. O’Brien, in bis annual report, pays 
a glowing tribute to the National Guard for its ser- 
viee at the Seattle fire. He makes special notice of 
the promptness of Co. C, of Tacoma, Capt. Fyffe. 
He says: “The order reached Uo. C early in the 
morning of the 7th of June and within two hours 
the company left their armory with 42 men per- 
fectly equipped, with 20 rounds of a'nmunition each 
and ready for anything.”

LINE AND STAFF PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 


Ir there are good reasons for the bill introduced 
by Mr. Spinola, regulating promotions to the heais 
of the staff departments, then it does not go far 
enough, but should be made to apply to the line of 
the Army as well as to the staff departments, so that 
the serior colonel of the line should come in for 
regular promotion to vacancy of brigadier-geveral, 
the senior brigadier be promoted to vacancy of 
major-general, and so on through t» general should 
that Cflice and that of lieut.-general ever berevived. 
The bill provides that promotion to the head of all 
staff departments of the U. 8. Army shall be made 
by seniority; that is, the seuior colonels shall be- 
come the brigadier-generals at the bheai of their re- 
pective staff departments to fill vacancies occurring 
therein. 

The proposed law would substantiallv declare that 
there is such a manifest and recognized difference 
between the staff and the line officers, that any staff 
officer who happeus to be the senior in bis depart- 
ment is fit to be madeand deserves to be made a 
brigadier. eral, but that the same rule could not 
be appl to the senior colonels of the line; that 
timber for brigadier general is scarce among them 
aod careful selection is necessary to fiod one fit for 
promotion. 

Avother view of the case is that such a law would 
declare tbat the staff departments do not require 
for their administration the same amouut of taient 
io the mdividual that is required in a brigadier-gen- 
eral of the line, and therefore that any officer of the 
staff who has lived long enough to be the senior in 
his department, has the ability to take charge of it, 
in other words, the staff departments are of so little 
importance that any officer having a faculty for 


lo ity can run them. 
Whea it is coasidered that seniority of rank is 


often the result of accident, sometimes the result of 
a favoritism that bas done injustice to others, and 
that it is never a merit in itself, it may certainly be 
thoughta wise provision in the present law that the 
President has che prerogative to step inand exercise 
his discretion in the selection of certain executive 
and administrative officers, upon whom devolves the 
conduct of important branches of the Government, 
the sa ision of which should not be intrusted to 
possible incompetency. It concerns the best inter- 
ests of the Army and of the country that tbe law re- 
mains as it now is,and that the President should 
continue to exercise bis constitutional power by 
selecting and appointing all brigadier-geperals. re- 
gardiess of present seviority. X.

The enginesare capa- 
ble of indicati 1,600 borse-power, and are triple 

pansiee, with forced draught. The vessel 1s 
lighted by 60 incandescent electric lamps. 


On March 19 last, Alderman W. H. Bailey gave a 
lecture to the Manchester Field Naturalist and 
Archeological Society on the Manchester Ship 
Canal.
